Therefore wee ſee 
the cauſe ofthis tempeſt, and ſo of Iavabs puruſhiment. The 
i indge ofthe whole world may * 
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niſhed, therefore hee ſends, the Lord ſent out a wightie 
winde. Then it was not by chance, nor yet by witchcraft; 
for the Mariners (notwichiſtãding they were infidels) were 
not ſo groſſe as to aſcribe it to any ſuch cauſe , bur rather 
thought it to bee ſent from ſome reuenging power, being 
prouokedto indignatiõ by ſome perucular perſon among 
them, that had committed ſome hainous fact: elſe why 
did they caſt lots to know him and find lum out that had 
ſioned and whoſe ſinnes did procure this tempeſt to bee 
ſent: Though this winde had almoſt drowne lonah, yet 
hee ſaid, The Lord ſent it: ſo the Lord ſendeth wind to 
bring ſtups to land in ſafetie, and the fame Lord ſendeth 
winde to drowne,and breake,and ſinke other ſhips, Ther 
fare lob ſaid when hee was bereft of all his ſubſtance at 
once, and left as poore as mi ht bee, that the Lord had ta- 
ken them from hum, who had firſt giuen all to him, addi 
alſo thankſgiuing euen for the perſecuting hand of God, 
which did mch lim , If ſome had ſo much loſſe by 
tempeſt as Job, and ſuch dangers as Ionab, they would ſure 
ly ſay with Job, bleſſed be the name of the — 1: But 
moe it is to be feared) would ſay with Jobs wife, curſe God 
and die. | 
Anil there was a great tempeſt inthe Sea. 

Firſt, God ſpake gently to hum, Ariſe, Ionah goe to Ni- 
niuie, then he would not goe: but ſeeing words would not 
ſerue, the Lord would take another way, and try whether 
that could make him obedient to his voyce. So the Lord 
cauſed a mighty tempeſt to ariſe in the Sea, like the meſſen 
gersthat were ſent to compellfolkes to come to the ban- 
quet, that ſeeing the commaundement could not. the tem-

The ſhip went onroundly — +. the Prophet lee 
ping, the Mariners ſporting, their ſay les flaunting, the wa- 
ters calming, the winds gwding , ſo merrily ſinne goes on 


before the tempeſt comes, The winde not yer, 
therefore goe on yet a little, and yet a little more, bur ſud- 
the ruſhes vpon them before they are aware 


of it, and tumbles them vp and done, and y all is 
like to be vndone, Hee came to the hauen, and payde the 
fare, and entred the ſhip,and hoiſt vp ſayles, and went on 
forward, and all to flic from God, but now it appeares hee 
fled not from him, but to hum, Therefore Dad ſayth, If 
tale the mornings wings and flic aloſt, loe, thou art there. 
If Igoe into the neithermoſt depth, thy hande will finde 
me out : therefore whither ſhall I flie from thee? So that 
wethinke that we flie from God, in running outof 
into another, wee doe bur runne from one 
to the other, for there is no where Gods hande 
is not, and whither ſocucra ious ſinner doth runne, 
the hand of God will meete wich him to croſſe him, and 
hinder his hoped for good ſucceſſe, although hee ſecurely 
prophecieth neuer ſo much good vnto himſelfe in his 
tourney . What had hee offendedthe windes, or the wa- 
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ters, that they bare him ſuch enmitie? The windes and the 
waters, & al Gods creatures are to take Gods part againſt 
Ina, or any rebellious ſinner : tor though God in the be- 

inning gaue power to man ouer all tus creatures to rule 
chem, yet when man ſinnes, God giueth power & 5 
to his creatures to rule and bridle man. Therefore hee 
that euen now was Lord ouer the waters, now the waters 
are Lords ouer hun, . 

But if Ionah had thought that God would haue brought 
things to palle, be durit not haue beene ſo bold in this, en- 
terpriſe. Therefore wee may lee that ſinne bath no eyes 
while it is on doing, Tuſh ( ſayth the toole) it is faire wea- 
ther yet, wlule he goeth to the ſtockes. 

So that the ſhip was lilę to be broken, 
Wee haue heard of the cauſe and greatneſſe of this tem- 
, the effects follow , whereby the greatneſle of it is the 
expteſt. Firſt in the ſhip, then in the Mariners, 
The ſbip was like to be broken. 

The ſhip was faire and goodly, ſo ſtrong that it might 
haue encountred with inſtruments of warre, and ſo {ure 
made that it miglit haue endured tempeſtes, and 
made manie voyages. Yet now with one tempeſt, and at 
one voyage, it was lo deformed, ſo weakned, in ſuch a ta- 
kin it was like to be ſhuuered in pieces: and all be- 
——— in it. Such ſtrife is alwayes betwixt Gods 
wrath,and mans diſobedience. When Gods word will not 
turne vs, Gods windes and other inſtruments of his wrath 
muſt threaten to ouerturne vs, 

Then the Mariners were afraid, and cryed cuery man to his 
= and caſt the wares out that were in the Ship, to lighten it 


oof. 
The effects of this tempeſt in the Mariners were two. 
Firſt, they were afraid, then vſed meanes to appeaſe the 
tempeſt, and ſaue themſelues. 
Then the Mariners were afraid, 


Mariners living in the Sea, almoſt as fiſhes, hauing the 
4 $33 Waters 
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22 nſulted with the 
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waters as their ne ceſſarieſt elements, are commonly men 
voyde of feare, venturous, and contemners of danger. Vet 
no ſeeing the tempeſt ſo vehement on a ſudden, that 
their goodly and tall ſhip was toſt almoſt to a cocke boat, 
and crackt io, that is was like to bee torne all to pieces, and 
thereby was fully perſwaded it was no common nor or- 
dinary ſtorme, but a teuer ging tempeſt, far ſome extra- 

linary cauſe, ſent out — by ſome great power 
prouoked : now they are atraid,they trembletor feare,like 
women that ſhrinke at cuery ſtirre in the Whirrie,, and 
like little children when they are trighted, leaſt their ſhi 
breake or leake, and ſo ſinke, and they looſe their — 
their ſtup, their lives and all. 

Now theſe nought · fearing fellowes, theſe high ſtoma» 
ked men, which deſire danger are brought downe by 
danger, feare and quake like a young ſouldier wluch ſtar- 
teth at the ſound of a Gun, 

And cryed enery man unto his Cod, and caſt forth their 
wares imo the Sea, Ofc, 

The meanes which the Mariners vic to ſaue them- 
ſelues, are divers. Firſt they cry to their gods, then when 
that appealed not the tempeſt, they caſt out their wares , 
They prayed .This is then a mainifeſt figne , that the Hea- 
then acknowledge there is a diuine power, ſeeing and 
gouerning the whole world: ſor they would not haue 

yed at all, but that they were convinced, there was a | 
God, who beheld the affaires of men, and could in ex- | 
treameſt danger deliver whom hee would, Nature con- 
uinced them, the workes of God made them to acknow- 
eit. For in man, — — Lampes be waſted ſince 

| > deuill to bee a God, yet there 
is ſome little light left, which dwelleth in darkeneſſe like a 
ſparke hid in the aſhes , whereby the ſtately and moſt 
ous fame of the world, with all the wondertull va- 
tietie of the ſingular effects of all the excellent crearures 


therein conſidered," man cannot but acknowledge there 
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isa God, Yea, hismightie power the blinded Gentiles 
law ſo expteſſely in all the creatures, that they imagined it 
to bee impoſſible for one God to worke them all: therefore 
they chought that there were diuers Gods, as there were 
diuers ſeaſons, deuers nations, diuers trades, diuers lan- 
guages, diuers and ſundry kindes of all things: and ſo di- 
uers nations worſhiped divers Gods, When the wic- 
ked ſee that all their inuentions will not bring their eu- 
terpriſes to paſſe according to their mund, but they are in 
extre mitie and like to bee caſt a way for want of ſuccour, 
then they flye vnta God, being GY compulſion as 
abcare ynto a ſtake, and they crouchand knecle, & make 
at ſhewes outwardly, of humiliation and pietie, all in 
ot helpe from God, — de- 
ceiue hum by their hypocriſie, 
| one wnto his God, 
This ſheweth, that they were of divers nations, for a- 
Sy Gentiles euery nation had a ſeuerall God to 


worſhip, Chamos was the God of the Moabites, and Bee/- 
zebub che God of the Ekronites, Dagon the God of the Phi 
liſtines,and the Epheſians worthipped Diana. In our ne- 
ceſſitie wegflic euery one vnto his God · that is, in the time 
of neceſſmie euery one doth flie for helpe and cafe vnto 
that which moſt feedeth his one humour, or beſt 

ſeth him, that wherein he repoſeth moſt confidence, es 


to procure eaſe from any troubles: ocher ſome turne to 
their delights and wanton ſports, ſuppoſing that there is 
no ſo great, bur they will cauſe them to forget it 
ſomero their glorious attires and coltly ie welas, unagining 
they will now as well rcioyce their hearts, remedying 
ther griefe, as at other times they haue delighted others 
eyes, pleafing their ſight: ſome to their daintie meates and 
lome to their foft and eaſie ſtanding, hoping by

Euerie of theſe mariners did now in their extremitie 
call vpon his God, euery one vpon that God, which hee 
thought moſt highly of, and whom hee had in his proſpe- 
ritie ed moſt confide uce in. Now while none could 
hel one, they cryed to ; and by this meanes 
while they ſoughe to lay — 2 — : 
for their prayers being idolatrous , were fo wicked, that

Becauſe 
he wanted helpe & comfort, he bids him ariſe, and becauſe 
he was ſeareſull, hee bids him pray. It may be (faith he) he 
will thinke vpon vs, that we periſh not. As if he had ſaid, 
Ionah, wee know that thou hatta God as well as wee, and 
theretore we ſay, Call yponthy God, for now eucry God 
is to bee trycd, therefore if euer thou didſt pray in thy life 
fall toit now. Thus Sathan leades men a blind way with 
zeale, in hope of ſome reliefe being in trouble. Ihey cal- 
led vpon them ſor helpe, wluch were neither willing to 
aſſiſt them. nor able to heare them, and when they per- 
ceiued by woefull experience, that there was no kind of 
ſuccour to be had that way,they flie to God, and then Sa- 
than laboureth to vndermine that confidence & expecta- 
tion of helpe, and to place in ſtead thereof doubttulneſſe 
and infidelitie. Thus Sathan will bee ſure to loſe nothing 
by this bargaine any way. Ian ih (ſay they) call vpon thy 
God, for it hee cannot helpe vs, we are all vndone and loſt 
for wee haue called vpon all our gods, wee haue laboured 
hard to amend our ſtate, we haue calt away our goods to 
lighten the ſhip, but all in vaine, for wee are no whit the 
better, like the woman which had ſpent all her ſubſtance 
about Phyſicke , yet all could not helpe her till Chriſt 
came, Sothe Papiſtes while they are well, they pray 
vnto euery Saint and Angell for ſuccour againſt 

troubleſome times, but in extremitie, or at the point of 
death none of them can helpe, ſo that then they are faine 
to flye vnto God or bee — as like Idolaters, as one 
flye is like another: they are like the heathen, which 
worſhip Inno, Venus, Neptune, Pa lar, Iupuer, and the 
reſt: ſome hold on the one, and ſome on the other. Some 
lay, if /obn bee with mee, I care not for all the peitie gods 
becauſe I holde him chiefe : ſo another ſaith, if Saint 
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raiſe great diſputations, whether this Saint or that Saint, 
this Angell crthat Angell be better : whether our Ladie 
of Bullen, or our Ladic of Rome bee ſureſt : whether Saint 
lames of Callis, or Saint lames of Compoſtella bee ſtron- 
gelt : and o hike beggers which run from doore to doore, 

run from one Saint to another. It one God will not 
helpe , another will, thinke theſe, as — the Gods 
were contrary one to another, and where the one bids 
the other forbids, So ſome thought that uu was a 
freind to the Troianes, and Pallas was not their freind; 
as fooles thinke of Wuches, one ſtrikes, another

They bid him call vpon his God, before they knew him Tnßdela de- 
but the fait hfull would not werihip a falſe God, though — — 
they may bee helped by him. By the e of thele ſor then, > 
mariners, if they thought that their God was the true God | 
(& why els did they worſhip him:)we may learne the ſub- 
ſtance of euer temptation thatdoth vnderminevs,name- 
ly, that it will bid vs doe this euill, that good may come Sin alwaies 
of it : Marke whenſocuer thou art motioned to promiſeth 
euill, if it doe not promiſe thee ſome goodneſſe to come 8d 
ofit. But the ſeruants of God ought not to do that which 
is euill, though they were ſure to gaine all tungs that can 
bee wiſhed by ſo doing: tor they haue learned their leſſon, 
and how to anſwere Sathan at ſuch tunes: Why tempteſt 
thou me Sathan ? for it is written, Thoumuſt not do euill 
that good may come of it: and this is the armour called Rom.

— PTY; a Papiltdoth pray, hee doch it to Idols, Saints, or Angels, 
wem. or at leaſt without faith, and therefore their prayers are ab- 
hominable in the ſight ot God, and theretore they will not 
bid them doe it, becauſe they will not doe euill, to the in- 
tent that good may come ot it: whereby it is maniteſt, 
that our religion is the true religion, our aducriaries thein- 
ſelues being iudges.

% 3 thee? Cl pon thy ad ( ſay they.) When they had cried & 
lau no helpe, they diſtruſted their Gods, they thought 
they would not helpe : indeede they could not: theretore 
they ran to another whom they knewnot, hoping to be 
helped by him, becauſe they thouglit ſome there 
was that could doe it do the Papiſts run trom one God to 
another, from S. Dominick to S. Francis: and why ſhould 
they run from F. Dams icł to S. Francii, but that they mul- 
truſted Oomimc t they thinke he will not heare them, and 
ſo they goe forward : but in the ende the vnknowne God 
is thought to be the beſt: yet the Lorde taught not Peter 
one prayer and lab another. but taught them al one pray- 
er vnto one onely God, and to wait ſtill vpon hum, praying 
ſtill, with aſlurance he will be a helpe in due time.

I herefore theſe heere ſay euery man within 
un ilelfe, though he be a ſinner, yet hee is no great ſinner, 
None are accounted ſinners, vnleſle they bee oper.ly de- 
tected of ſome notable and hainous crime, It they bee Di- 
cers,fivearers, drunkards,brawlers pickers, flatterers, pro, 
phaners ot the Sabboth, ſleepers at Church, and ſuch like 


they be not thought ſinners : theſe actions are counted no 
fins, but rather recreations, For the multitude count none 
ſinners, vnkflc they be theeues, traitors, open and gioſſe 
Idolaters, and taken with ſuch like capitall crunes: no nor 
theſe neither, were it not for feare ot the law : as none a- 
mong the Icwes, but Publicans, were counted ſinners, all 
the reſt were good fellowes, and juſt men. 

The Papiſfs ſay, ſome thoughts, affe ctions, words, and 
outward actions, not agreeing with the Law ot God, are 
caſily waſht away with a little holy- water, &c, they are 
not deadly, they deſerue not the wrath ot God, they are 
but veniall, Did you euer read of theſe veniall ſinnes in 
the Scripture? But thinke you they haue nothing but 
Scripture? Yes, they haue Decrees, they haue decretals, 
the Ceremonies whereot obſerued, thele veni.ll ſinnes 
arc ſoone pardoned, and they haue a Pope that can for- 
giue any ſinnes. Thus they leſſen ſinnes, thus they abate 
the price of ſinnes, and they can buy out ſinnes wich n:0- 
ney, or redeeme them with Mafles , and by a little ſhorte 
penance, purchalca large and long pardon, 13 
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Exo. 8. 10 they ciyed out, This is the finger of God,

The mariners were not ſo wiſe to preuent the tempeſt 
before it came, as they bee diligent to alay the tempeſt 
when it may not be layd: wee ouertaken with Gods wit 
iudgements, are very carefull alwayes , to vie all meanes 
to bee rid ot them. But who keepeth a watch of lus ou ne 
waies, and diligently laboureth to keepe himſelfe free 
from that which neceſlarily draweth on it ſelfe Gods mdge 
ment ? whopurgeth hunſelfe of his ſinnes, leaſt he bee 
ſicke ? who letteth or fetcheth out his corrupt bloud , of 
pride, luſt, couetouſneſſe, leaſt hee be fore? who keepes a 
| good dyct,and maketli his choyſe of holy exerciſes, gcd- 
| y compantons, religious conterences ? &c, But know 
wee, hee is not ſafe that is not ſound, neither he ſound that 
is mtempcrate.

acknowledge that the lot is caſt into the lap, but the dil- 
poſition thereof is from the Lord . for they mult not ſay 
that it is their chance, fortune, or good lueke: for ſo they 
make an Idole of it and rob God of the honour due vnto 
him. For it was not Saw/es fortune to be King, but Gods 
mercy : it was not Achans chance to bee caught, but Gods 
iudgement. Lots may be vſed to preuent ſtrife, when all 
other meanes haue beene vſed, and ſometimes before al o- 
cher meanes, when in wiſedome it is thouglit the belt 
meanes, Brethren oſten and godly at firit deuide their 
inheritance by lots, as the Cluldren of Iſraell deuided the 
land of Canaan. Therefore in the Church of Genera | 
there is an order, that in the time ot plague, there ſhould 
bee a houle ſet ap irt for the ſicke to odge in. & leaſt they 
ſhould be vncomforted, they chuſe out a Muuſter by lots 
to do it.

It was Gods great goodneſſe to Janab, that the mariners 
ſacrificed him not: greater, that hee truly repented ; that 
God continueth in his call: bleſſeth his ( whoſe fly- 
ing from God, deſerued flinging to Sathan ) not ſo much 
ſo preaching, as ſudden confeſſion, and ſhort de- 
nuntiation of vengeance, yea made it ſo powerfull, that it 
conuerted Idolatrous heathens, moſt hardned Idolaters: 
firſt Mariners, then Niniuites. 

For what a bleſſing felt Jonah, God vouchiafing him of 
this honour, to offer them a liuely, holy, & acceptable ſa- 
crifice to God, by whome he preſently before greatly 
feared to haue beene offered a dead, vnholy, and ſo a de- 
lightfull ſacrifice to Sathan. This feare baniſhed, & that 
ioy pollefling lun, what a mercy of the almighty did Jo- 
nab thinke it? Bur before he conuerted the Niniuites, he 
was more to be humbled, fuller to be ſtrengthened, bet- 
ter euery way to be prepared. Therefore God would 
haue the ſea to waſh him, the Whale to faſt him, and yet 
muraculoully ſafe to preſerue him, that being 2 
might pray feruently, and being delwered , finde power, 
comfort, and courage aboundantly. Therefore when by 
lot being taken, and by his owne confeſſion found the 
man that procured the tempeſt, the Mariners in loue and 
compaſſion ot him, had aſſayed by rowing to get to land, 
but could not, the ſea raging more and more, and Jonah 
himſelfe proteſſed hee knew the tempeſt was ſent for tus 
cauſe, and would be layd he being caſt into the Sea. /onah 
at length was caſt out of the ſhip into the ſwelling purge 
of the tempeſtuous ſea, What hope of life then lett is 
there any? to ſwallow vp all, ſoone after hee is ſallou · ed 
whole of a Whale.

God, and God will awake vnto and Chriſt, even the 
ſonne of God,the bright morning hal giuethee the 
light of lite, 


In the ſecond, hee promiſeth aboundance of worldly 
bleſſuigs, in recompence of prayer, for it is ſayd, Hee willi 
make the babitation of thy righteou/ueſſe proſperons , that is 
the Lord will make peace within thy wals , and proſperi 
tie within thy places: he will commaund his bleſlings to 
be with thee in thy ſtorehouſe, and in all thou ſereſk thy 
hand vnto: hee will open vnto thee his good treaſures. e- 
uen the heauens to giue raine on thy land in due ſeaſon. 
Thou ſhalt lay vp gold, as the duſt, and the gold of Ophir 
as the flint ot the riuer: thou ſhalt waſh thy pathes with 
butter, and thy rockes ſhall powre out rivers of oyle : thou 
ſhale call ſaluation thy wall, and prayſe ſhal be in thy gates 
Loe, thus ſhall the man be bleſſed that feareth God. 

Laſtly, for being pure and wpright, hee will make thy lat- 
ter end greatly inWeaſe and that thou mayeſt the leſſe 
miſtruſt his pronule, he will doe it, though thy beginning 
be but ſmall. 

Heere (brethren) yee ſee what a ſea of matter is offered 
me, whereunto if I would commit my ſelfe, I might dil- 
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The finfull mans ſearch. "in 
haue hapned in the worlde , what great Kings and 
tentates haue bin plucked done from their thrones, — 
what conte f ons in the eye of the world , haue 
beene aduanced to their roomes. How Aſardocheura ſtran- 
ger was exalted into Hamans place: ho /oſeph and Danie/ 
the one abond-man in Egype, the other a captiue in B 

ton, were made Princes in thoſe kingdomes, But becauſe 
I will not ouermuch tranſgreſle the boundes of modeſtie, 
or hold you longer then in this place I haue beene accuſto- 
med, onely remember what the Prophet ſayth? He rai/eth 
the needie ont of the duſt, and lifteth the porre ont of the mire, 
that be might ſet him with the princes, cuen with the princes of 
the world, 

Remember the exgmple of David, whom the Lorde 
choſe and tooke from the Ewes great with yong, that hee 
might teed his people in Jacob,and his mheritance in Iſra- 
el. Remember thee le of lob, how the Lord turnedthe 
captiuitie of /ob as the riuers of the ſouth, how hee bleſſed 
the laſt dayes of Job more then the firſt, how he gaue him 

camels, and oxen, & ſhee aſſes, in more abun- 
dance then he had before, how he increaled him with ſons 
and daughters, euen to the fourth generation, ſo that hee 
dicd olde and full of dayes. Remember euen our 
owneeſtate, for whom the Lord hath done great thinges 
alreadie: as created vs, and redeemed vs, — ſanctified vs 
and not long ſince deliuered vs from the gaping iawes of 
thoſe that ſought to ſucke our bloud. Vpon ſome he hath 
beſtowed hunulitie, whereby their mindes are adorned 
with vertue: honor vpon others, whereby their perſons are 
inueſted with maieſtie: vpon others comęlines, wherby the 
other two are graced: vpon others ds, which they 
planted not, at leaſt vnto which they gaue no increaſe: 
vpon others, increaſe of vertuous children, whereby then 
poſteritie is preſerued: vpon others, the free paſſage of his 
word, which a long time had bin obſcured by ignorance, 
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= The ſonfull mans ſearch, . 
a ſtepdame of deſtruction, as we pereciue it: & though he 
beſtowe butſome one or two ot his blefl! _ 5 
yet how much are wee bound for theſe bleſſings to fi 
prayſe, and honour, and ,vnto him that ſitteth ypon 
the throne, and vnto the Lambe for euer. But ypon whom 
hee hath beſtowed all theſe bleſſings, O how ſtrictly by 
good cauſe are they bound to magnifiethe Lord, and tof 
reioyce in God their Sawour, Examine then your owne 
conſciences I beſeech you, whether God hath beſtowed 
all theſe bleſſings vpon you, or no: and if he haue, O what 7. og. 
cauſe haue youto come before his face with prayſe, | Eaal. go. 


to ſing loud vnto him with Pſalmes, to worſhip & to fall 
downe before him, to giue vnto the Lord the glory of his 
name, to bring an offering of thankſgiuing, and to enter 
into his courts with pray ſe. And yet who knoweth whe- 
cher the Lord hath greater bleſſings for you in ſtore? yee 
may bee ſure hee will pull downe the mightie from their 
ſeates, and exalt the humble and mecke. Surely the Lord 
doth vſe vertue as a meane to bring vs to honour, and 
whoſoeuer you ſhall ſee endued wih the vertues of thi 
Text, I meane, with ſecking vnto God, with prayer and 
uritie of lite, yee may bee ſure there is ableſſing reſerued 
him of the Lord, yea, ſuch a bleſſing, as h his 
beginning bee but ſmall, yet his latter end ſhall y cn- 
creaſe 


e. 

God encreaſe the loue of theſe things in our hearts, 
and make vs worthy of Chriſts bleſſings, which he hath 
plentifully in ſtore tor vs : that after hee hath heaped tem- 


porall bleſſings vpon vs, hee will giue vs the bleſſing 
of all bleſſings, euen the life of the world to come.

In the 11. of / aha, Chriſt is ſayd to loue the whole Fa- 
milie, and heere he is ſayd to come vntothem, For whom

and the greater loue hee beareth vnto any, the oftner 
will reſort vnto them, yea, hee will come and dwell 
with chem, lohn 14.

iudgement, which is to bee denounced againſt the wicked 
that neuer exerciſe thoſe workes of mercy. 
Let vs learne by their example to bee barberours, and 
giuen to hoſpitallty , which is ſo often commended yn- 
to vs in the Scripture, and ſhall bee ſorichly rewarded at 
the laſt day. I hoſe godly Fathers, eAbrahamand Lot, 
entertained Angels in the habite of ſtrangers ; ſo wee 
may daily entertaine Chriſt Ieſus inthe habite of a poore 
man, of a blind man, or of a lame man: and what ſocuer is 
done vnto any of theſe that are his members, he accoun- 
tethand thas done vnto himſelſe. 
Now as the vertue of hoſpitalitie is commendable in 
all ſorts of men: ſo is it more ally commended to 
the Miniſters, who are exprelly commaunded by the 


litie. yew —— in the time —_— —.— 
appointed citties of refuge, to ſignific Mini 
houſe ſhould bee the poore mans harbour, and his ſtore 
their ereaſure : but the true Miniſters of our dayes haue no 
citties of refuge for others, for they haue none for them- 
ſclues : they haue not where with to releeue the wants of 
others, for they haue not to telieue their owne, 

When Martha had thus entertained Chriſt as hee 
was man, into her houſe, Marie to entertaine him 
as bee was GO D, into her heart, fat at his feete to 
heare his preaching, for no ſooner was Chriſt come into 
the houſe, but that he tooke occaſion to teach & to inſtruct 


they deſired him to depart out of their coaſtes, preferring

This ſhould bee the ex- 
erciſe of taichtull Miniſters, when tliey are inuited to

ſerueth to ſralon the meates, to make them ſauourie and 
preſerue them from putrifaction, ſo they ſhould ſeaſon 
the table talke with ſome godly conference, to miniſter 
grace vnto tlie hearers.

Theſe ſiſters were godly women, and both earneſt fa- 
uourers of leius Chriſt, & yet in the manner of their deuo- 
tion there is ſuch difference, that the worldly affection of 
the one, may in ſome ſort bee milliked, in reſpect ot the 
godly exerciſe and practiſe of the other : Martha1s fore in 
cumbred with muchſcruing where a little ſeruice had bin 
ſufficient, but Afary is attentiue to heare the word of God 
which neuer can be heard ſufficiently. | 

Mary ſitteth to heare the word, as Chriſt vſed to fit |, 


when hee preached the word, to ſhew that the word is to 


bee preached and heard with a quiet mind, Ina ſtill night 
euery voyce is hearde, and hen the body is quiet, the 
mind moſt commonly is quiet alſo. But Martha is trou- 
bled with other affaires, & therfore vnfit to heare the word 
as the ground tliatis ſurcharged with ſtones, or ouergrown 
with weedes and thornes, is vnfit to receiue the ſeede, or 
yeeld any fruit to him that tilleth it. As often therefore as 


Ls. 4 wee come to heare the word of God, wee muſt not come 


with diſtracted minds, we muſt not trouble our ſelues with 
the cares of this life, which (as our Sawour ſaid) are 
chornes to choake the world, and to make it vnfruitfull

} Her hunulitiets commended, in that ſbee far at Ieſus 
feete, to ſhew that the word is to be heard with all humili- 
tie : her diligence and earneſtnes appeai eth, in that ſhe 
would not depart to helpe her ſiſter , to ſigniſie that the 
hearing of the word mult bee preferred beſore all worldly 
buſineſſe. | 
Her diligence and humilitic ſerueth to condemne 
our negligence and contempt of Chriſt and his word? 
wee doe not ſit at Chriſt his feete,nay, we rather ſet Chriſt 
at our feete, when wee are ſo negligent in hearing his 
word, .

Hee is a moſt ſure and truſtie ſtiend, that 
will not abide his friends to bee back-bired or ill ſpoken 
of, but either hee will anſwere in their defence, or he will 
| find ſome meanes to ſtop their mouthes, and reſtraine 
the ſlaunderous tongues of their enemies, as ſometime 
hee ſtopt Balaamu pallage, when hee went to curſe Gods 
people, and cauſed the dumbe beaſt to ſpeake, and re- N. 22.

The repetition of CMarthaes name, argueth the vehe- 
mencie and earneſtnes of this admonition. The Lord is

hee can reclaime vs. So when God ſpake vnto Abraham 
hee called him twiſe by name: Chriſt called Petr thrice by Cen. 22.

great mercy of God, that hee is content to admoniſh vs 
often of our dutie, and ſuch is the dulneſſe and peruerſnes 
of our crooked nature, that wee cannot bee gained by the 
firſt admonition: but the Lord mult call vs otten and car- 
neſtly, before wee we will hearken vnto lum. 

There are two things in the ſpeech of Chriſt to be ob- 
ſerued. The firſt is, his modeſt reprehenfion of Atarthaes 
immederate care : the other is, his friendly defence of 
Maries cheycr. Though Martha was —— to 
entertaine Chriſt in the beſt maner, yet it ceiue a- 
ny thing in her worthie reprehenſion, hee will not ſticke 
to tell her ofit: hee will not ſooth her in her ſaying, nor 
ſnooth her in her one conceit, for all the trouble and 
colt that ſhee beſtowes vpon him. If we be often inuited 
to ſome mans table, and kindely entertained, it would be 
vnkindly taken it we ſhould finde fault with any diſorder: 
but for as much as all Chriſt lus actions are the inſtructi- 
ons of Chriſtians, therefore cuery Chriſtian, but eſpecial- 
ly Preachers, home it more ſpecially concerneth, muſt 
learne by tlus example how to behaue themſelues when 
they are inuited to feaſtes, namely ſpeake their 
conſcience freely when they fee a fault.

1 heſe are the faultes which are eaſie to be eſpied almoſt 
in euety place, and theſe are the faultes which the taithfull 
muniſter of Chriſt leſus ſhoulde not leaue vnreprooued 
whereloeuet hee comme. - But as ny told Ahab of his 
idolatry, though hee were his king, and Jahn Baptiſt tolde 
— bbs adulrene , though hee did — hs for 
lum, and heard him gladly : ſo ſhould the preachers re- 
prooue the people for their notorious offences, notwith- 
ſtanding ſome tauours and curteſies receiued from them, 
If Chriſt had cauſe to finde fault with Aartha for her too 
much diligence in his entertainement, it ſeemeth he was 
not curious in his diet, but would haue bin content with 
ſimple cates, hee was no delicate or daintie gheſt. he did 
not affect or delight in ſumptuous banquets, or coſtly 
ſare, he rather requureth a religious heart, a conſtant faith, 
a willing mind to heate the word, with an earneſt care to 
live thereafter. Thele are the thinges wherein the Lorde 
del:ghteth : theſe are the ĩuncates which hee deſireth, and 
which he preferrerh before all earthly cheare. 
Thus is Marthareprehended fer her curiofitie : now 
let vs ſee how ſry is excuſed and commended for her 
'godly care, One thing is neceſlary(faith Chnit:)and what 
b that one thing? Euen to heare the word preached, which 
i the power of God to ſaluation, to euery onethatbelee- 
ueth. A man may better want all chinges , then that one 
needefull thing, and yet wee deſire all other thinges, and 
neglect tlut one thing, which is lo necdſull. 
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T ais one thing hath Aary choſen, and therefore hath 
choſen the bettet part. Afarthaespart is good, becauſe it 

ouideth for this preſent lite: but Aſaries part is bettet, 
— it leadeth to eternall life. Itas good to bee occup1- 
ed about our calling, to get our liumg: but it is better to 
be occupied in hearing the word, which is able to ſaue our 
ſoules As the head and the foote are both needfull in the 
body, ſo Aary and Aartba are both needetull in a Com- 
mon · wealth: man hath two vocations, the one earthlie, 
by his labour: the other heauenly, by his prayer. There is 
the actiue lite, which conſiſteth in practiſing the affaires 
ol this lite, wherein man ſheweth hunſelte to be like him - 
ſelte, and there is the contemplatiue life, which conſiſteth 
in the meditation of diume and heauenly things, v herein 
man ſheweth humſelte to bee like the Angels: for they 
which labour in their tempcrall vocations, doe liue like 
men, but they which labour in ſpirituall matters, live like 
Angels. When they heare the word, God ſpeaketh vn- 
to them: when they pray, they ſpeake vnto God: ſo that 
there is a continuall conference berweene God and them, 
becauſe they are continually exerciſed in hearing and

Chriſt loued Martha for her hoſpitalitie, as 1/aac loued 
Eſau tor lus veniſon. So did he loue Afary for her diligence | 
in hearing his word, as Rebecca loued Jacob, for harke- 
ning to her voyce. A Nurſe which hath her breaſt full of 
milke, doth loue the child that ſucks it from her: & Chriſt 
which hath his breaſt full of heauenly milke, is glad when | 
he hath cluldren to fucke the fame , let vs therefore ( as 
the Apoltle willeth vs, 1.

Montefrof the world thought no ſcorne to play the huſ- 
batxdman, wee conſider not his princely calling nor his 
ancient yeares , nor his poſſeſſions to commend 
his — . modeſtie, or lowely mind therein. Which 
may teach vs humilitie, though wee learne to diſdaine 
husbandty, Ot hom will we learne to be humble, if ki 
giue examples, and the ſonne of God humbleth himſe 
from heauen to earth, and yet wee contemne the example 


| of the kings of the earth, and the cxample of che King 
| | Therime was when Aden digged and delued, and 


Dau kept and all the houſe of Jacob were cal- 
led men ied about cattell: but as they for this were 
abhominable to the Egyptians ( as Moſes ſaith in the ſame 
verſe) ſo they which doe like them, are abhorred of their 
brethren ; and which live by them, ſcorne them 
for their workes, which would bee chaſtened themſelues, 
becauſe they worke not. | | 

There was no art nor ſcience which was ſo much ſet 
by in former tunes, and is now profitable to the Com- 
mon · wealth, bringing leſſe profit vnto anne

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ſo iuſtly complaine of her fall without cauſe, and her de- 
ſpite from them that liue by her, as this painctull ſcience 
ot husbandry : that it is maruell that any man will take 
the paine for the reſt , to bee contemned tor his labour 

and bee a ſcorne for the reſt, which might hunger and 
ſtarue, if hee did not labour for them more then they doe 
for themſclues . No maruaile then though many in the 
poore countries murmure ard complaine , that other 
cannot liue by them, and they cannot hue themielues: 
but it is maruell if their complaints doe not grow in time 
to rebellion , and pull others as low as themſelues: for 
why ſhould the greateſt paine yeelde the leſſe profit 2 yet 
this is their caſe , forif you marke, you ſhall ſee , that the 
husbandman doth bate the price of his fruites ſo ſoone as 
the dearth is paſt , though hee raiſeth it a little while the 
dearth : but they which raiſe the price of their 
wares with hum, ſeldome apa os but make men 


as deare when the dearth is paſt, as ifit were a dearth it; 

Thus a plentifull yeare doth dammage him, and a hard 
yearedoth vantage them. So this painefull man is faine 
to liue poorely, fare meanely, goe barely, houſe homely, 
rife early, labour dayly, ſell cheape, nd buy deare , that I 
may truely ſay , that no man deſerueth his _ better, 
noman tulkilleth the lau neerer : that is, Thou ſhalt get 
thy living in the ſweate of thy browes, then this pocre 


Theretore he ſhculd not bee mccked for his labour, which 
hath vexation inough though all men ſpeake well of him: 
and in my opinion, if any deſerue to bee loved for his in- 
nocencie, or for his truth, or his paine, or the good which 
he brings to the Conm on- wealth, this Realme is not ſo 
much beholding to any ſort ot men, ( but thole that teede 
the ſoule) as thole that feede the bodie, that is, thoſe that 
labour the earth: yet you ſee how they hue like drudges, 
as though they were your ſeruantes to prouide ſcode tor 
you, and aſter to bring it to your doores: as the. beaſtes

bonne of duns, which picks his crums out of the earth.

ſerue them, ſo they ſerue you , as were 
another kinde of men — of we their 
miſerie, but my tho tell mee, tlut it is a great part 
of our vnthanketulneſſe, that wee neuer conſider what 
an eaſie life and lung God hath giuen vnto vs, in reſpect 
of them, 

It the Apoſtles rule were kept, they which doe not 
worke , ſhould not eate: butnowe they which doe not 
worke , eate molt, aud the husbandmen which worke, 
cate not, but are ike Bees, which prouide toodetor other 
and pinch themiclues, Let vs conſider this, for they had 
not one law and wee another: but the ſame curſe which 
was denounced vpon Adam , was denounced vpon all 
his children, That euery man ſhoulde get his liuing in 
the ſweat of his browes. Although I know there be diuers 
workes, and divers giſta, and diuers callings to worke im: 
yetalwayes prouided, they which doe not worke ſhoulde 
noteate, for in the ſweat of thy browes, that is, in labour & 
trauell: thou King, and thou and thou Prelate, and 
— ng—_— 
as Adam thy father did, or elſe thou doeſt auoid 
and a greater curſe ſhall follow, that is, hey which will not 
ſweate on earth, ſhall ſwear in hell. 

Adam had food as well as thou, and ſo had Noah, and 
more then thou, vnleſſe thou hadſt all, for they bad all, 
and yet they might not be idle: becauſe theit hands were 
not giuen tor notlung: ſome worke with their pen, 
ſome with their tongues , tome with their fingers: as na- 
ture hath made nothing idle, but that hee whuch is a Ma- 
giſtrate, ſhould doe the worke of a Magiſtrate: hee which 
15a ludge, ſhould doe the works a a ludge: hee which is 
a ptane, ſhould doe the worke ofa Captaine: he which 
is a mimiſter. ſhould doc the worke ot a nuniſter: as when 
| Noah was called an husbanduian hee did the worke ot an 
iusbandman. [his contempt of the countrey,dorh threa. 
danger to the land, as much as any thing elſe in our 
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dayes, vnleſſe their burthen bee caſed , and their eſti- 
mation qualified in ſome part to their paines, Thin- 
king that you haue not heard of thi theame before, ſee- 
ing the words of my text did lye for it , thus much 1

ſpect of them, & to rectiſe our nunds towards our poore 
brethren , which in deed ſeeme too bale in our eyes, and 
areſcorned for their labours, as much as wee ſhould be for 
our idleneſſe.

palled the pilgrimage of man nine hundred yearcs , yet 
Noah was but a man: ſo ancient, fo righteous, ſo mi 
tie, ſo happie, Noah ſhewed hiniſelte but a man, for dim- 
king the wine which lumſclte had planted, he was drun- 
ken. I his was Noah fault, he was drunken with his owne 
wine, as Lt was defiled with his one daughters. If 
Cham his ſonne had taken too much, and ſtript hiniſelfe 
as his father did, the holy Ghoſt would ſcarce haue ſi 
ken of it, becauſe he was a man ot no note, bur when the 
father forgat humſclfe, and gaue this effence, marke the 
man of the holy Ghoſt, as though hee woulde ſhew you 
a wonder: hee diſplayerh Noabs drunkenneſſe, as C 
diſplayed his nakedneſſe: as if hee would fay, Come and 
ſee the ſtrength of man. Hee which was counted ſo ri 
teous, hee which beleeued the threatning like Let when 
the reſt mocked, he to whom all the foules of the ayre and 
the beaſts of the earth flocked in couples as they came to 
eAdam, he which was reſerued to declare the iudgement 
of God, and to begin the world againe: Noah the exam- 
ple of ſobrietie, the example of moderation, is ouercome 
with drinke, as if he had neuer beene the man. How eaſie, 
| ho quickly the iuſt, the wile, the prudent, hath loſt his 
ſenſe, his memorie, his reafon, as though he had neuer bin 
the man ! 

And how hard is it to auoid finne , when occafion is at 
hand, and pleafant opportunitie tempteth to ſinne?

vnto hum, and felt the uckling reward, it would ſtrame lus 
conſcience, and make hum doubt whether he ſhould curle 
or bleſſe.

gifts ot God reuerently, to vſe them ſoberly, and to fan- 
ctuſie himſelle, before hee reach forth his hand vato them, 
that they may comfort and profit ys, with that ſecret blei- 
— whuch God hath hid in them: or elle every thing, the 

gifts of God may hurt vs, asthe pleaſant wine ſtai- 
ned and confounded the great Patriarch, when hee de- 
lighted roo much in it, which hee might haue drunke as 
Chriſt did at his laſt ſupper, and this diſgrace had neuer 
beene written in his ſtorie : but GOD woulde haue a 
fearetull example like the pillar of ſalt, to ſtand before 
thoſe beaſtes , whole onely ſtrife is to make tryall , who 
can quaffe deepeſt and ſhewe all their valiantneſle in 


wine,

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muff needs bee ſinne, and nothing but ſinne, becauſe the 


filled her roome? If ſhame let to finne, it 
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haue the drunkard in ſchooling, I will ſpend the time 
that is left, toſhew you the detormitie ot this ſinne. If a 
ny heare me which haue beene ouertaken with it, let them 
not maruell why he cannot loue his enemies, which lo- 
ueth ſuch an enemie, as this, which leadeth till hee reeleth 
duls him till hee bee a foole, and ſteales away his ſenſe, his 
witte, hism his health, his credite, his friends: and 
when ſhee hath ſtripped hum as bare as Noah, then ſhee 
expoſeth him like Noah to Cham, and all that ſee him doe 
mocke lum: it is a wonder almoſt, that any man would 
be drunke that hath ſeene a drunkard before, ſwelling and 
— forming, and — — groueling like a beaſt 
or who would bee like a beaſt tor all the world? Looke 
vponthe drunkard when his eyes ſtare , his mouth dri- 
uels, his tongue faulters, his face flames, his hands trem- 
ble his feete reele : how vgly,how monſtrous, how loth- 
ſome doth he ſeeme to thee? So lothlome doſt thou ſeeme 
to others when thou art in like taki 

And how lothſome then doſt thou ſeeme to God? 
Therefore the firſt lawe that Adam receiued of God, was 
abſtinence, which if hee had kept, hee had kept all vertues 
beſide, but intem cie loſt all, In abſtinence the law 
came to Hoſes,and hee faſted when he receiued it, to ſhew 
that they which receiue the word of God, receiue it ſo- 
berly, A temperate man ſeldome finneth, becauſe the 
fleſh which doth tempt is mortiſied, leaft it ſhould rempe 
but when the handmaide is aboue the miſtreſſe, and a man 
hath loſt the image of G OD, and ſcarſe retaineth the 
mage of — his thoughts and ſpeeches, and actions

band of vertue, ſobrietie, is broken, which alltoge- 
ther: when did ſt thou want diſcretio —— —— 
didſt thou want patience to forgiue : n didſt thou 
want continencie to refraine? 'VVhen didſt thou want 
heartto pray, but when ſobrietie was fled away, and in

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caſteth out ſhame : if feare let to ſinne, it eaſteth out 
feare: if loue let to ſinne, it expulleth loue af knowledge let 
to ſinne, it expulſeth knowledge, like a couetous Land- 
lord, wluch would laue all to hunſelfe and dwell alone. 
There is no ſinne, but hath ſome ſhew of vertue, one- 
ly che ſinne of drunkeneſſe is like nothing but finne :

or ſometlung to lis ſcruants: onely drunkenneſſe is 
lo impudent, that it deſcrieth it ſelfe: ſo vnthankefull 
that it maketh no recompence: ſo noyſome that it con- 
ſumeth the body , which maketh ſinners ſpare lcaſt 
they ſhould appeare to bee ſinners. Eucry ſinne defileth 
a man, but drunkenneſle make th him like a beaſt: eue- 
ſinne defaceth a man, but drunkenneſſe taketh away 
unage of man: ſinne robbeth a man of ſome 
vertue, but drunkennefle ſtealeth away all vertues at 
once: euery ſinne deſerueth puniſhment, but drunken- 
neſſe vpbraides a man, while the wine is in the ſtomacke: 
and though hee would diſſemble his drunkennefle , yet 
hee is not able to ſet a countenance of it, but the chu 
deſcriech him, the foole knowtsthat he is drunke, becaule 
his face betrayeth him, like the fie which braſt 
out of the forhead: fo worthily hath hee loſt the opini- 
on of ſobrietie, which hath loſt it ſelfe. His ſonne tlunkes 
himſelte more maiſter now then lus father: his ſeruant 
makes lum a foole: his children leade him hike a childe: 
his wife vſcth him like a ſetuant, and although his drun- 
kenneſſe leaueth him when hee hath ſlept, yet no man 
ſeekes to him for counſell after, no man regards his word, 
no man reckons of his iudgement, no man is perſwaded 
by his caunſell, no man accounts of his learning, no man 
hath any glory to accompanie with him, but ſo ſoone as 
drunkenneflc hath made him like a beaſt, euery man 
abhorreth him like a beaſt , as they did Nabuchadur -

haue read ot a bird which hath the face of a man, but is ſo 
cruell of nature, that ſometume for hunger ſhee will tet vp- 
on a man and ilay him: after when ſhee comes for thirit 
vnto the water to drinke, ſeeing the face inthe water hike 
the face of him whome ſhee deuoured, for greife that ſhee 
had killed one like her ſelfe, rakes ſuch lorrow,that ſhe ne- 
uer eateth nor drinketh after, but beates,and frets,& pines | 
her ſelte to death. What wilt thou doe then which haſt not 
line one like thy ſelfe, but thy ſelte, thy very ſelſe with a 
cup of wine, and murdereft ſo many vertues and graces in 
one houre ? 

As Eſas (old his land and liuing for a meſſe of pottage, 
ſo the drunk ird ſelleth his ſenſe: and wit, and memone, 
and credit tor a cup of wine. Thou haſt not murthered 
thy brother like Caine, but thou haſt murthered thy 
che like luda: as the Rachabites abſtaining from wine, as 


\oad:ib bad them, obtained the bleſſing which God had 
| appounted 
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appointed tothe Iiraclites ; ſo let vs take heede, leaſt they 
which we account Idolaters , whuleſt they faſt and watch, 
obtaine the bloſſing which God hath appointed tor vs (get 
away the bleſſings) while wee fit downe to eate, and rile to 
y Therefore, as Chriſt ſayd,remember Lots wife, ſo 1 
y remember Let, one houre of drunkenneſſe did him 
more hurt, then all his enemies in Sodom: remember Noah 
one houre of drunkennes diſcouered that which was hid 
ſixe hundred yeares.Ten times more might be ſaid againſt 
this vice: but if I haue ſaid enough to make you abhorre it, 
I haue had as much as I would, 
Some goe about to excuſe Noah becauſe hee was an 
old man, and therefore might ſoone bee taken cupſhot: 
ſome becauſe the Wines were hotter in thoſe coun- 
tries then they are with vs, ſome becauſe of lus chaunge 
of drinkes, which had not woonted himſelle to Wine 
before: ſome becauſe as moſt men delight in that which 
by great labour they haue brought to paſſe of them- 
clues. 

So no maruell though Noah had a longing to his one 
grapes , following herein the example of a curious cooke 
which doth ſup and ſup his broth , to taſte whether it bee 
well ſcaloned,that he may mend it if hee can, or mend the 
next: but as the Flie by often dallying with the candle, at 
laſt ſcorcheth her wings , with the flame, ſo taking, he was 
taken, and at laſt was drunke: yet this is imputed to him 
for his fault, that he was drunke, as the puniſtunent which 
followes doeth witneſſe. Such is the prouidence of God, 
that his mereie might be glorified in all, hee hath conclu- 
dedall vnder ſinne, and ſuffered the beſt to fal, that no man 
might cruſt in his one ſtrength, and that we ſeeing their 
repentance. may learne to riſe agame, howe greiuous ſoc- 
uer our ſinnes bee, If wee haue beene Idolaters,if adulte- 
rers, if perſecutors, if murmurers , if murtherers , if blaſ- 

rs, if drunkards : Aaron, and Moſes, and Lot, and 
| Abrabam, and Daxid, and Salomen,and Peter, and _ 


N Noah; drankenneſſe, 
and Noah, haue bun the hke , who raigne now in the king- 


dome of Chriſt with his Angels, and ſo may we, it we te- 
pent like chem. I heſe examples, ſaith Pax/,are not writ- 
ten for our unitation, but for our admonition. 

Thus you haue ſeene Noah lober, and Noah drunken 
whereby wee may ſee that a man may bee drunke with hus 
owne ine, hee may ſurfer with his ou ne meates, he may 
luſt with his owe wife, he may offend with his own gifts 
his owne honour may make him proud, his owne riches 
may make him couetous, his one ſtrength may make 
him venturous, his one wit may make hun contentious! 
therefore as the childe pluckes out the ſting before hee 
takes the hony : ſo let euery man, before heerecemes the 

gifts of God, fit downe, and looke what baytes 
what ſnares , what temptations Sathan bath 
hid in then, and when hee hath taken 
out the ſting , then cate the hony, 
and hee thall vſe the bleſ- 
fings of Chriſt as Chriſt
